Most countries have had from time immemorial some day in 
the ai:tumn set apart as a day of harvest festival and of thanksgiv- 
^;ing for garnered crops . . It was so in Canada. Before the war the 
ilast Thursday of October ^vas set apart for this purpose. Our me- 
mories of those far off days conjures up vision^ of the simple 
thanksgiving services, the decorations .vlth autumn leaves, vege- 
; tables and ripened grain and fàtages. the turkey dinners and pump- 
kin pies. 

And then came the war. The first year Thanksgiving day was 
almost as usual. Canada was hardly scathed. True, the first Con- 
tingent had sailed but the glamour of marching men in new uni- 
forms masked the misery and the wreckage of war. Casualty lists 
had not started ■ across the waters to us then. It was still thought 
that^the war vN^uld be over by Christmas. By the next year Canada 

pl^leginning to realize the awful significance of the siruçgle. The 
raw Canadian troops had met Germany's best and had "saved the 
situation" at Ypres. The Western Front was established. Casualty 
lists were frequent. They were long. Further recruiting and the 
call for still more men came. By 1916 the Canadian corps was es- 
tablished: it had participated in| the bloody Sanctuary Wood. The 

, advance on the Somme had started. Rumours of the end of the 
war by Christmas were current but still the war dragged on. Vimy 
and Hill 70 were bright spots in 1917. Then came the nightmare 
of Paschendaele crowned with victory but at terrible cost. Then 
followed the dark days of the spring of ' I 8, the rout in the south, 
the hammering-ln the north with the Canadian corps in the saHenf 
on Vimy Ridge, newly formed by the falling back of the flanks. 
But- the crisis passed. The Allies gained in strength . The push 
started on the eighth of August in front of Amiens. The corps after 
the advance returned to Arras, made a victorious but dearly-bought 
series of advances along the Arras-Cambrai road penetrated the 
Hindcnberg line, stormed the Canal du Nord and continued on to 
Cambrai, thence to Valenciennes and finished at the historical 
city of Mons on Armistice Day. - , • 

That day will never be forgotten by those who experienced 
it. It was one oi reaction, of loosening of the tension, of almost 

i^nbridled joy. 

à'rJ '.-S^ years have passed. The world lias been .convalescing: 
crisis after crisis has threatentd our pedc'- but ai each lime the 
danger has subsided. We have not, nor shall we. for many years 
regain the position which was ours before the debacle of 19 1 4.- 
We are still striving to stabilize and maintain the world's peace. 
Tliat is the greatest reason to be hopeful. 

And now. because the two days would come so close to each 
other we celebrate tiie harvest festival and the. end of hostilities 
on the anniversary of Armistice Day. the second Monday in Nov- 
ember. It is the day above all others in the year when we think pf 
pur honoured Vdead and those who' endured uiuold liardships.

'ANATOLE FRANCE 

, (By ArtuTo Nloto) 
Anatole l^'ranco Is dead. Ho was 
not only an officer of tho Jjcglon of 
Honor and a member of llio Fronoh 
Aciideiiiy, but tho moat noted Ki(ench 
writer of to-day. 

Looking Buiiiniarlly^ nt tho French 
lltornluro of tho 19tli century in re- 
lation to Hocliil movcmonis. It may 
bo divided Into three main periods of 
which Anatole Franco represents tho 
third one. There was flral the early 
period hoforo, suy, 1850, represontod 
by mon llkt? 1-,nmonnni8 ond Biigone 
Sue; thoro was accond, tho Kclentlfic 
period. roproRcntcd by the Zola of tho 
llotgon-MncrinaVt stries. «nd there 
was, thirdly, the period after 1880, 
loprosontoO, mo.sl charnctcrlstlcalljr, 
by AiiiiLr.lo I'Yjinco. Probabljr;|ylôy'(^ 
best approach Anatole l'''raiico 'o'r'h'lîi 
latest literary period by considering 
Ills relation to Sîola. Ho never quite 
reconciled hlmseir to Zoja'a methodw, 
nnd considering how like and yet how 
imlllto they arc, wo cannot wonder at 
It. Zola wa« nothing olae hut „. 
rrnllnl. Anatole Franco In mo.it of 
hlH bnokn lingorn so sceptically., and 
Indifferently on the surface of life 
that ho llliistraton Biirgefs epigram 
that "Of a.ll th« vanities of this 
worid the very valne.il la to go on 
contlniinlly vaunting that all \n van- 
ity." iriH enrM«»t wrltlnKB Wl a 
touch of (Trim cynicism; his hifor 
works dovcloped that quality. Al- 
jWayB fond of honks, he early devoted 
himself lo lltera.ry work and made 
hlH deblil ns writer In IR6S in ;i. bi- 
ographical study of Alfred do Vlg- 
in'. rnbliahcd then two volumes 
of poetry, T.x;« Poi nie.<< DoroiS amd L.-s 
N'occa Corlnthcennea. His main 
novels are: T.e Crime de Sylvestre 
nonniird. t<e TJvre do Mon Ami, Le 
Lys Iloijge, T.x(n Désira de ,Tcan Ser- 
vicw. In 'Thais, one of his ■ best 
works, ho p.Tlnted the mngnlflcfint 
Alexandr!;i. of the I'tolem'os. Tli-^ 
Red Lill, rengiiin Island nnd The 
rrocurtitor of .Tiidoa fall of them 
trnn.Matcd into English). It Is In 
this latteir work that Frnnce con- 
relved lli»> wiriking unforeseen end- 
ing that Is known to m.Tny peir.ions 
who have, not rea.d a.Il of liia book's.. 

France's fathor, a wealthy book- 
seller seems to h.ivo been a thought- 
ful, meditative man. and his .mother, 
a woman of great refinement n.nd 
tenderness. Their .von showed - the 
rosiilt of the double Influence.- 

On one great social facton reli- 
gion, Anatole France was profound- 
ly dissatisfied. He never distinguish- 
ed between the spirit of relisrion 
and Its embodiment In the Uoman 
Catholic Church as he knew and dis- 
liked It around him. Passing sum- 
marily over his other distinctive 
opinions. It can only be noted that, 
^Ikc most of the recent French au- 
thors, An.n.toie Franco had no great 
love for politics and politicians. In 
his life as .an- artist Anatole France 
revealed to men thoir own littleness 
'by ■ reminding them of - tho 
simple and general life of eating 
and loving, In which all were bound 
to share. Tn his propagandist- life 
asr a Socialist- ha recalled men to a 
sense of their own Inherent nqblUiy 
by telling them of a special and com- 
plex life to which all wero compe- 
tent to aapir*.
